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Community Partnership Programs: 
 
MCC expands public awareness of the Department of Corrections within MCC through 
Volunteer Resources.  This partnership encourages supervised interaction between 
responsible citizens and offenders.  Community volunteers provide programs and 
services that promote positive reintegration into the community.  These groups focus on 
religious, cultural, personal accountability and ReEntry assistance.  Volunteers provide 
personal and professional expertise in teaching offenders real-life skills necessary to 
achieve successful transition to community life. 

 

 

Religious Programs: 
 
A substantial number of community volunteers offer a variety of social and religious 
programming opportunities for offenders at MCC.  MCC has two full time Chaplains to 
cover the five separate Units within the Complex, so rely heavily on faith based 
volunteers to provide spiritual programming opportunities to offenders of all faiths in 
accordance to correctional guidelines. MCC has the following religious volunteer 
groups:

Educational Services  
 
Edmonds Community College contracts with MCC to teach basic education programs 
and offer GED certification.  Classes are offered during the afternoon and evenings so 
offenders can work full-time. Classes teach skills in reading writing, and math, and are 
designed to prepare offenders for their return to the community.  
 

Adult Basic 
Education (ABE) 

Offenders are placed on the referral list for ABE if they are 
determined not to have a verified High School Diploma or General 
Education Development (GED) Certificate, and are not ready to test 
for the GED.  Classes are offered in continuous enrollment and are 
self-paced. 

General 
Education 
Development 
(GED) 

Prepares offenders to pass all portions of the GED test, which 
demonstrates a level of learning comparable to that of a high school 
graduate in specific curriculum areas.  Classes are offered 
continuously and remain self-paced.  

ABE Integrated 
Horticulture 

This is a hand’s-on EdCC course designed to provide offenders with 
the opportunity to learn specific skills needed for employment in the 
greenhouse/garden industry. At the conclusion of this course the 
offender will be able to work under supervision in a greenhouse and 
/or commercial garden setting. Offenders will learn necessary skills 
to find employment in these settings. This program is offered year 
around.  

Carpentry This year long vocation program offered by Edmonds Community 
College.  It is designed for individuals who want to be competitive in 
the entry-level construction marketplace, or who are preparing for 
entry into an apprenticeship training program.  Instruction includes 
fundamentals of the industry, hands-on skills, and experience and 
techniques common to construction projects large and small.  This 
program is offered year round. 

Computer 
Information 
Services 

This is a three-quarter certificate course offered by Edcc.  This 
program is designed to give offenders basic training in 
troubleshooting and maintaining hardware and software used in 
personal computers.  The diagnostic programs we have and are 
ordering will offer state of the art problem analysis.  This certificate 
program offers most of what is required for full A+ certification.  This 
program is offered year around.  

Computer This is a three-quarter vocational program offered by Edmonds 
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Services 
Technology 

Community College. This program includes knowledge in areas 
such as Windows operating systems, computer programming, 
electronics for computers, computer system troubleshooting, 
troubleshooting PC peripherals, network technology, Web 
development C/C++ programming. An internship will be completed 
using the learned skills. This program is offered year around. 

Graphic Arts & 
Printing 

This course is a 1 year long program offered by EdCC. The Graphic 
Arts and Printing class is designed to provide the offenders with a 
broad introduction to the offset printing industry. Offenders will 
receive a one-year Technical Certificate from EDCC. The main 
portion of this course is learning to operate an offset press, which is 
a precision machine with many involved parts to adjust.  Entry-level 
wages for a small press operator are $10 per hour and can increase 
significantly in the community with experience. The design computer 
pre-press portions of the program are intended to give an offender 
basic knowledge of the procedures and equipment so that he will be 
prepared for more extensive training on the job. This course also 
covers camera work, negative assembly and plate making. Basic 
bindery operation and job planning are also included, so that each 
offender receives a wide variety of technical skills. This program is 
offered year around. 

Information 
Technology 

This EdCC program is a 1-year program, which serves as an 
introduction to the “Microsoft Windows” operating system and office 
applications. Mouse techniques, manipulating windows, controlling, 
multitasking, customizing the Windows environment, managing 
disks, files and folders, using “help”, running DOS applications, 
using Windows utilities and accessories. This program offers most 
of what is required for a full industry certification. With the EDCC 
ITC-certificate, an offender can be ready, with brief preparation, for 
the Microsoft User Certificate, which can be taken once the offender 
releases from prison. This course is competency based. This course 
is offered quarterly year around. 

Multi 
Media/Visual 
Communication
s 

This is a 1 year long vocational program offered by EdCC which 
covers areas of study which include two dimensional design, 
graphic design, introduction to computer systems, digital imaging, 
interface design multimedia, interactive design and authoring, and 
instructional design. Offenders will complete an internship based on 
job skills and educational knowledge. This program is offered year 
around. 

 

Recreation: 

 
The Recreation department promotes wellness and physical fitness for offenders.  
There are fee-based programs in weightlifting, music, and hobby crafts.  
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Family Friendly and cultural programs are scheduled throughout the year to foster 
community support for offender upon re-entry to the community.  Examples of actives 
include: family crafts at visitation, finger food parties on the holidays and game days. 
 

Offender Change Programs: 
 

Getting it Right Offered through contract with by Consulting for Success, a four-
week daily program helping offenders gain transition skills related to 
personal growth, responsible thinking, relapse prevention and 
change planning.  This is a standardized offender change program 
tracked through RPM. 

Job Hunter Offered through a contract with Employment Security.  This group 
teaches offenders the skills to seek and maintain employment, to 
include résumé writing, job applications, interviewing, and job 
retention skills. 

Medication 
Management 

This is an ongoing DOC sponsored program for offenders during 
the SOU intake process. 

Moral 
Reconation 
Therapy (MRT) 

A step-by-step cognitive behavior program designed to assist the 
offender in analyzing his life, setting and achieving present and 
future goals, and making decisions at a higher level of moral 
reasoning. The goal is to reduce the chance of re-offending by 
increasing pro-social reasoning and behaviors. 

Partners in 
Parenting (PIP) 

Emphasizes building skills, providing support and helping parents 
understand the needs and abilities of children in different stages of 
development. 

Psycho 
Educational 

DOC sponsored, Dialectical Behavior Therapy or DBT is a broad-
based cognitive-behavioral treatment developed specifically for 
individuals who need the coping skills to deal with stressful 
situations that arise every day. Those in this group will learn and 
practice the skills every week. Most importantly, once learned, the 
skills can be applied to almost every situation inside a prison setting 
and, if used properly, can increase an offender’s chances of staying 
out of prison after release.  Groups meet weekly for 2-hour 
sessions. 

Sex Offender 
Treatment 
Program 

This is a Department of Corrections sponsored ongoing program.  
The goals of SOTP are to help an offender manage and reduce 
deviant sexual arousal and deviant sexual behaviors.  SOTP 
continues offering aftercare services throughout the State during an 
offender’s period of community supervision. 

Stress and 
Anger 
Management 

Offered by DOC, this Offender Change Program is a 12 week 
course that meets twice yearly to help offenders develop 
management of their feelings and behavior in a way, which 
produces the best possible outcome to an event. Offenders are 
asked to carefully analyze their reactions to a variety of stressful 
situations and they will become increasingly aware of their thoughts, 
feelings and behaviors. Offenders will be provided with a number of 
SAM coping skills to help them to manage their own behaviors.  
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This is a 2-day per week course with 2-hour sessions.  This course 
is taught by a Psychiatric Social Worker.  This program is tracked 
on RPM. 

Victim 
Awareness 

Victim Awareness is a DOC Offender Change Program that is 
designed to assist offenders in accepting responsibility for the harm 
caused by their actions. This Victim Awareness Program is an 
attempt to close the gap between criminal behavior and 
victimization. If the cycle of the system is to be broken, offenders 
must understand the real impact of their crime. The class meets for 
two hours per week over a 13-week period.  This course is available 
two times per year.  This program is a standardized Offender 
Change program tracked on RPM.
